In addition, the undnr-$j,000-type 


cards will be mailed only to peo- 
ple: 


1. Whose whole 1953 income 


came from wages and 
salaries, 


plus up to $100 in such things as 
dividends and intcrcsl; and the us- 
ual withholding deductions. These 
installment plan tax payments are 
taken cut of most people's checks 
every pay day.
